Gainesville, Ga.. June 2.—12:40 a. m.—

SCENES APPALL 
VE WITNESSES 


People of Gainesville Stand 
Benumbed in Desolation, 


Work of Rescuing Bodies Is Progress- 
ing, but an Accurate Estimate 
Must Await Clearing of All 
Wreckage—Some of 
the Scenes.

Gainesville, Ga., June 1.—(Special Staff 
Correspordent.)—Out of the southwest 
death struck at fair Gainesville today, 
and when the black columns of swift- 
flying clouds that acted as his messen- 
gers had rolled in awful majesty beyond 


the vision. of the survivors the mangled 
bodies of not less than one hundred men, 
women and children bore horrid testi- 
mony to the passing of the sickle of the 
grim reaper. 

The most terrific tornado in the history 
of Georgia descended without warning 
upon the beautiful little city of the moun- 
tains at precisely 12:50 o'clock, and where, 
a moment before, stood mighty evidences 
of the progress of the new south—fac- 
tories, manufacturing plants of various 
kinds and the white-coated homes of a 
prosperous aged happy people—there now 
remain only shattered ruins of great 
buildings, unroofed cottages, where the 
living mourn the dead, and a scene of 
utter devastation, 

There is sorrow on the hilltops, there 
is weeping in the valleys of Hall, and 
far across to the east, in the homes of 
the operatives of Gajnesville’s mills, 
where should be only light, there is deso- 
lation. 

The scene of greatest destruction to 
property and greatest loss of life was at 
the Gainesville Mills cotton factory. It 
was at this establishment that the storm 
burst with the fury of the fiends of hell, 
and sweeping off two stories of the gi- 
gantic brick building in the twinkling of 
an eye, buried the helpless inmates of the 
house under tons and tons of debris. 
Twenty-eight dead bodies have been re- 
covered so far, and it is known that 
others still remain under the mass of 
fallen brick and timber. 

Among those not yet taken from the 
wreckage is J. L. Bannister, a_ bride- 
groom of only a few weeks. While eager 
hands tear at the mass above his man- 
gled body, his young bride, on the hills 
nearby, pleads and begs for him, and the 
stoutest hearts quail and rugged faces 
blanche at the contemplation of her suf- 
fering. Colossal timbers imprison his 
body and 4 will be far into the middle

‘Through the call for aid sent to The 
Constitution last night by Mayor Parker, 
of Gainésville, Mayor Mowell and Pres- 
ident Orr learned of the deplorable con- 
dition of the homeless ones in the moun- 
tain town, ,\and .immediately undertook 
to render assistance. 

‘A’ number of Atlanta citizens have al- 
ready subscribed to the relief of Gaines- 
ville, and that the meeting this morning 
will be largely attended there is no 


doubt. 

The Constitution has opened a sgub- 
scription list and donations sent to this 
office will be duly — and for- 
warded: 

Following is the call for the mass meet- 
ing this morning: 

To the People of Atlanta—The appalling 
calamity which fell upon Gainesville yes- 
terday lays upon this city a responsibility 
which much be promptly met. The cy- 
clone killed and wounded several] hun- 
dred persons, destroyed the home of 
many more and suddenly threw out of 
employment five hundred mill operatives 
who were dependent upon their wages 
for support. With one hundred and fifty 
dead to bury, hundreds of wounded to 
care for and a host of unemployed to be 
provided with food temporarily, the bur- 
den is greater than Gainesville can bear 
alone. Mayor Parker has sent out an 


earnest appeal for help for the sufferers 
and.every consideration of humanity re- 


quires that we respond quickly and gen- 


erously.

Atlanta to assemble in mass meeting at 
the council chamber at li o'clock this 
(Tuesday) morning for the purpose of de- 
vising ways and means to aid our af- 
flicted neighbors in their hour of need.

While the first quiver of pity for 
storm-mangled Gainesville still swept the 
great, warm heart of the people of Geor- 
gia, Governor J. M. Terrell sat down and 
penned an appeal for aid. 

As the terrible news came clicking into 


"The Constitution office last evening the 


governor was informed of each newly 
learned detail of the whole sad story. He 
was deeply touched and early in the 
evening prepared his appeal, which was 
transmitted to-this office for publication. 
With the official commynication, the 
call upon the sympathies of the people 
of the state, came $25 in cash, the govern- 
or’s personal contribution to the fund. 
He spoke of the never-failing sympa- 
thy of Georgians for their fellow-citizens

The tornado which swept over. the 
Georgia city yesterday has left its hun- 
dreds of dead in her streets, demolished 
many of her homes and filled with hiun- 
dreds of injured those homes that dre 
now standing. 

An appeal has come from the city au- 
thorities of Gainesville for aid. Money, 
food, clothing, medicine, the necessaries 
of life, are needed. Those who live are 
for the most part impoverished, or un- 
able to cope with the situation. Those 
who are dead must be buried. The 
widows and the children must be cared 
for. The injured must be attended. 

In her hour of need Gainesville has 
turned first to Atlanta. 

Atlanta had appropriated $1,000 from 
her common treasury for the relief of 
the suffering almost before the news of 


.the calamity had spread over the city. 


While Gainesville was trying to commun- 
icate to Atlanta her need for ald Atlanta 
was trying to communicate to Gainés- 
ville the fact that $1,000 had been set 
apart for the sufferers. 

The second subscription for the suffer- 
ers was made by The Constitution. 
Others followed. The list printed above 
represents subscriptions that were én- 
tirely voluntary and unsolicited. 

The Constitution will receive the names 
subscriptions of those who desire doing 
something for the relief of the widows 
and orphans of Gainesville. 

Governor J. M. Terrell, of Georgia, has 
issued to the people of the state an ap- 
peal for aid. Mayor E. P. Howell, of 
Atlanta, and President J. K. Orr, of the 
Atlanta chamber of commerce, have 
jointly signed a call for a mass meeting 
this morning. 

Atlanta's generosity is again to be put 
to the test. The people of this city have 
already responded. They will do more 
today when the intelligence reaches them 
that Gainesville and her people need their 
help. 


Atlanta Prompt with AM 


Two hours after Gajpesville had been 
swept by the tornado yesterday after- 
noon the municipal government of At- 
lanta had appropriated $1,000 for the re- 
lief of the sufferers of that city and 
two hours and thirty minutes after the 
storm had passed the mayor of Gaines- 
ville had bgen notified that the money 
was at his disposal. 

Following is the message that was read 
over the telephone to the mayor: of 
Gainesville: 

“To the Mayor of Gainesville, Gaines- 
ville, Ga.> The general council of 
city was in session when news of 
great calamity was received. Have au- 
thorized me to spend $1,000, or so much 
as I deem proper, to help relieve the suf- 
fering. Pigase notify me what we can 


do for you. . 
“EVAN P. HOWELL, 
“Mayor of Atlanta.” 

This © was written as a tele 
gram, but as all wires were down. ex- 
cept one line of the Southern Bel! Tele- 
phone Company, the message was deliver- 
ed over the telephone. The message was 
read first at 4 gcigck in the afternoon, 
and was repeated by telephone at 6 
oclock by W. M. Goodwin, secretary to 
the mayor. 

e mayor of Gainesville expressed 
the deepest appreciation for the prompt 
action of Atlanta. stated that the message 
was the first of the kind that had been 
received, and that he would advise Mayor 
Howell without delay of the actual needs 
of the sufferers from the tornado. At 
the same time. lhe informed Secretary 
Goodwin that. at that hour, it was then

At 12550 o'clock two threatening black 
clouds were seen approaching each otier, 
both being from the southwest. They 
were seen to unite not far from the 
Gainesville mills, on the southern edge of 
the town, and almost instantly the 
watchers beheld: fragments of troes, 
leaves, fence railg and other articles be- 
gin to whirl through the air. The black- 
ness of outer darkness settled upon the 
doomed city, and with the thunderous 
roar of the combined cannonading of Wa- 
terloo and Gettysburg and Austerlitz 
combined, the hideous monster of the up- 
per elements began its forward march 
of destruction. In less time than if re- 
quires to tell it, the whirling, swaying, 
gyrating mass-of: cloud, electricity and 
wind had swooped down on the cotton fac- 
fory. As with a modern excalibur, it 
cleft the great building in twain, crushed 
its occupants, and then with a shriek of 
demoniac ‘glee rushed on to complete its 
work of destruction. Three cottages near 
the mills met the fate of the latter; 
the Gainesville oil mill was unroofed and 
the great tank hurled to the ground; 
three freight cars standing on a siding 
were jerked off their trucks and tossed 
on their sides; three others were unroof- 
ed.

The press as well as the general public 
fail to grasp the distinction between a 
tornado and a cyclone, but use the terms 
synonymous. The cyclone is a horizontai- 
ly revolving mass of air, covering an area

The most 
that the weather bureau can forecast at 
such times is the probability of thunder 
storms or tornados in the outlying dis- 
tricts. This is especially true of ‘vw 
lands and valleys, or in this instance 
the Chattahoochee valley. Where the 
highlands or mountains exist they have 
tne tendency to break the tornado. 
Where the sun beats down on these low- 
lands it has the effect of producing hot, 
moist air, in which the whirl is started, 
due to a disturbance in the equilibrium 
orf the asmosphere, and a thunder storm 
or tornado is generated. In certain lo- 
calities, especially in low, sandy areas, 
the air near the surface becomes syp- 
penheated and a whirlwind may develop 
and a severe disturbance be occasioned.

It was just noon when a sudden 
thunderstorm came out of the southeast 
and moved with tremendous rapidity to- 
ward the nortHeast. It das evident that 
the heaviest portion of the storm did not 
strike thig city, but enough came this way 
to upset the even tenor of the city’s way 
for just twelve minutes by the clock. 
With almost no warning. great drops 
fell upon the streets of Atianta, and it 
Was an actual fact that so sudden was 
the downpour that many were drenched 
before they could raise their umbrellas. 
The rain came down in torrents, and at 
just seven minutes past the noon hour it 
started in to hail. This hai] lasted, ac- 
cording to the figures in the weather bu- 
reau, for just two minutes, and some of 
the stones that fell were as large and 
larger than marbles. These hail stones 
came down with tremendous force and

Nothing was injured in the old part 
of the city. All the damage was done 
in the new part, near the depot. Gaines- 
ville is horror stricken.

in the southeast quadrant. The cyclone 
may cause only moderate winds through 
an immense area of country, while the 
tornado, with its rotary motion that 3s 
almost incalculable, always leaves @ trail 
of death and destruction in an area thaf 
is infinitesimally small when compared 
with the area covered by the cycione. 

In fact, a thunder storm is the nearest 
relation - of the tornado and a thunder 
storm may be said to be a tormado in 
miniature—and it is net always in-minis- 
ture éither, for thunder storms are oftén 
as destructive to life and property as 


tornadoes. 

The most that the weather bureau cat 
predict in regard to the appearance of 
tornadoes is this. When it is known that 
a low barometer exists as a storm center 
in a certain portion of the country ‘it 
necessarily follows that certain atmos - 
pheric changes and conditions will follow 
in the adjoining districts of the country 
as a natural result. vit 5 

The tornado is by far the most, violent 
of all storms and is formed under ‘very 


similar conditions as those which gen- 
erate thunder storms. Both thunder 
storms and tornadoes belong to a class 
of storms that can only be forecasted in 
@ general way and it is impossible to 
predict their formation at ‘dny~ specified 
place. It can be foretold that through- 
out a certain territory the conditions fa- 
vor severe local thunder storms or tor- 
nadoes. 

Tornadoes do not travel along well-de- 
fined tracks as does the cyclone, but are 
generated and: disappear or spend them- 
selves often in only a few hundred feet, 
sometimes a mile or two. Often several 
tornadoes otcur in the same state on the 
same date, but each is separate and dis- 
tinct. 

It is sometimes noticed in the press 
that “a tornado is in progress in a cer- 
tain locality and will probably reach an- 
other point,’’ named in _ its 
“later in the day.’’ Such expressions are 
preposterous. The tornado will have dis- 
appeared long before the message flashed 
over the wires to the editor can be put in 
type. 

Cyclone is simply a name given to all 
areas in which the pressure is lowest and 
the term should carry no fear to minds 
of intelligent people. This name simply 
implies that the winds have a circular 
motion about the center of the low and

The demon of the 
winds, not satisfied with the dread work 
of the afternoon, returned to view the 
place again, and the vivid lightning that 
played over the ruins and the deep rolling 
thunder wrought uneasiness in many a 
staunch heart last night. Workmen 
strained every nerve all night long re- 
storing the wires of the telegraph com- 
panies, and up to 12 o’clock they had 
placed wires in working order. All is 
confusion, every one is rushing about 
aimlessly and excitedly, and really re- 
tarding the work that would otherwise 
be done more quickly and better.

AN EYEWITNESS TELLS 

OF THE GREAT DISASTER 

This is the story of how Death played 
the leading part in the terrible tragedy 
at Gainesville, as told by Rufus Cooper, 
colored, a tailor, who was an eye witness 


and narrowly escaped serious injury. At 
the time of the interview it was very 
evident that he had not yet/ recovered 
from’ the terrible fright and shock. He 
‘arrived in Atlanta late yesterday after- 
noon. 

‘T was in a little settlement of the 
town in which I suppose there were 
some fifty houses, and when the terrible 
tornado passed over the house which I 
occupied was one of the only thr@ left 
standing. 1 started to go into a church 
and had opened the door to step outside 
when it was slammed back on me with 
such force as to almost fell me to the 
floor. Immediately afterwards I looked 
out of the window and the street was 
black with the darkness of midnight, 

“The storm came with terrific force 
and so suddenly that there was no pre- 
paring for it. So far as I am concerned, 
I fee] sure that the only thing that 
saved my life was the slamming of the 
deor that pushed me inside, for it was 
impossible to keep one’s feet in the street 
after the storm struck. 

“The house in which I was shook like 
a thing of paper and every minute threat- 
ened to be entirely destroyed. There was 
a terrible roaring noise that I remember 
made be think in some way of engines 
starting out of the car shed in Atlanta. 
This may scem strange, but I remember 
perfectly that it came to my mind. 

“Then most awful of ali was the noise 
of the wild cries of human beings and 
animals in their death agony that rose 
even above the roar of the storm. Even 
in those flashes of lightning it was pos-

Just twenty years ago the 2th of last 
April Gainesyille was yisited by its first 
tornado. On that occasion the storm 
swept across the northern limjts of the 
city, killipg one old colored woman and 
destroying some half dozen houses. 
Among these was the dormitory of what 
is now Brenau college, then under direc- 
tion of Professor W. (. Wilkes, its first 
president. The damage was inconsequen- 
tial as compared with the havoc wrought 
today. The tornado of today formed just 
southwest of the new part of Gainesville, 
near the rafiroad tracks, and swept across 
the manufacturing district with resistless 
force. Its course was in the same gen- 
eral direction as that of 1888 and about 2 
miles from the path of the latter. Within 
this space, escaping both attacks of the 
raging winds, lies Gainesville proper, the 
old town. In this section little or no 
damage was sustained. and none of the 
more prominent citizens of the place lost 
either home or life.

Gainesville, Ga., June 1.—(Special Staf 
Correspondence.)—The people of Gaines- 
ville, those who heard the roar of the 
tornado which swept over half a hun- 
dred souls into eternity, and even those 
who saw the dread work of the storm— 
men, women and children being whiried 
through the air with. the debris of build- 
ings—have not yet come to understand 
the awfulmess of the ‘tragedy which has 
converted the little city on which the 
sun dawned so peacefully yesterday into 
a city of morgues and hospitaly in which 
those who were spared are expending 
every energy in caring for the dead and 
dying. 

They are dazed Dy the shock of the 
catastrophe and have as yet spared little 
time from their efforts in behalf of the 
sufferers to contemplate on the destruc- 
ticn wrought by the driving storm which 
in fifteen minutes’ time did damage which 
it will take months to repair, and scat- 
tered deaths which will cause mourning 
throughout the whole northeastern part 
of the state. 

The freakishness of the tornado in 
taking a building here and there and 
leaving another seemingly as much in 
its path untouched, must be a consola- 
tion to those who believe in the fickle- 
ness of fate. 

The mill at Gainesville was destroyed

The work of the storm could not have 
been more yindictive had a hand been 
reached from heaven and certain doomed 
sections wiped from the earth. 

Many Wonderful Escapes. 

Joe Logan, with hig wife and four chil- 
dren, was at dinner whgp the storm arasé. 
They all went to a wingow on th south- 
east to watch the cloud, whose nearness 


they did not appreciate. When the storm 
struck their home, the house was lifted 
from its foundations and every room, ex- 
cept that in which they. were standing, 
broken into kindling wood, They were 
left in the open air,.only the floor of 
the room remaining of what had been 
their home. 

Not one of them 
scratch. 

An Invalid Mourned, Found Safe. 

In a residence near the store of Lo- 
gan, in which eight people were killed, 
lived Tom Brown who is an invalid, hav- 
ing been seriously injured in a street 
car accident several months ago. 

His house was crushed by the wind, 
like a paper shell, and so little hope 
Was felt for him that he was left until 
all the dead and dying had been taken 
from the destroyed buildings. 

When his friends finally tore away the 
debris, into which his house had been 
turned, to exCtavate his corpse, they found 
Brown at the bottom of the pile with a 
Slight bruise on his head and otherwise 
uninjured. 


Crawled Out Through Chimney. 


A negro woman with six children oc- 
cupied-a small cottage directly in the 
path of the storm. The house was over- 
turped and reduced to splinters. The 
chimney was overturned, but for some 
reason was not broken up. While the 


suffered . much as a 


while over a hundred of the cottages 


rescuers were getting ready to begin the 
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searcn for their. corpses, the woman and 
her six children crawled out through the 
chimney, all bruised, shaken up. and 
nearly scared to death, hut not one of 
them had geceived even a serious in- 
jury. 

Blown 200 Yards, Ankle Sprained. 
A boy who was working in the fourth 
story of the Gainesville cotton mill was 
blown, holding to a piece of plank, to 
the Southern depot, 200 yards distant. 
The plank acted as a parachute, as the 
youth, after striking the ground, walked 
off to safety. When examined by doctors 
it was found that his ankle had been 
badly sprained, but after his midair flight 
his excitation was so great that he did 
not notice this until after the passing | 
of the storm, when he fainted from the 

pain, 

A girl working on the Same floor was 
blown clear across the building and would 
have been hurled from the window had 
she not caught on a piece of machinery 
that had lodged in it. She pulled her- 
self t.ck and succeeded in escaping 
from the death chamber unharmed. 

Three freight handlers had a thrilling 
experience. They were on the platform 
of the Southern depot when the storm 
reached its height. Pieces of machinery, 
timbers and brick from the Gainesville 
factory began falling about them and 
as they could not reach the depot, they 
jumped into an empty box car. Two 
others. by it were blown over and de- 
molished, but the car in which they 
sought refuge, although carried off its 
trucks, caught on the wall of a building 
and was not damaged. 

John Dorsey, who is employed in the 
office of the Gainesville Cotton Mill Oil 
Company, had the office in which he 
was working blown from over him, while 
he himself was blown into a tree in 
which he held himself until the wind 
fell. Pieces of wreckage fell all around 
him, but hé was not hurt in the least,

The tornado did its appalling work in 
such an incredibly short time that it 
is difficult to obtain a coherent description 
of its character. It appears to have 
swept down from the southwest, strik- 
ing the Gainesville mills with a roar like 
the report of artillery. After lifting two 
stories from this structure, it swept on 
to the northward, leaving a trail of de- 
struction along Summit street, which is 
inhabited almost exclusively by negroes. 
Nearly a hundred cottages of colored peo- 
ple on this street were leveled to the 
ground, but by a fortunate circumstance 
the tenants were all absent, having left 
the city in the morning to fake part in 
a negro picnic.

Postmaster General Payne Decides 
Not To Extend Rural Free De- 
livery Service, Notwithstand- 
ing Machen’s Promise 
To Do So. 


Washington, June 1.—(Special.)—M. G. 
Payne has created a panic among those 
congressmen who had orders under the 


Machen regime for the extension of tne 
rural delivery systeng:in thsig respective 
districts which were to go into effect July 
1. The senatorg and representatives from 
all parts of the country «are daily arriv- 
ing in Washington to ascertain what has 
become of the promises they made to their 
constituents, that the extension of the 
Tural free delivery system Was to take 
place at the beginning of the next fiscal 
year. 

Just now there are more than a dozen 
southern representatives in Washington 
Who had secured from Mr. Machen offi- 
celal orders that certain rural free de- 
livery routes were to be established in 
their respective districts this year. 

One of the most demonstrative com- 
plainants against Postmaster General 
Payne's “‘stop order’ ig Representative 
Charies Bartlett, of Georgia. Represen- 
tative Bartlett is an indefatigable work- 
er to secure postal changes, public build- 
ings and other facilities for his constit- 
vents. At the last session of. cangress he 
secured an appropriation for a public 
building at Macon, and also secured of- 
ficial orders authorizing the establish- 
ment of a number of additional rural free 
delivery routes in his district. Mr. Bart- 
lett called at the postoffice department to- 
day and had an animated conference first 
with Postmaster General Payne, and af- 
terwards with Fourth Assistant Postmas- 
ter General Bristow, now in charge of the 
rural free delivery system. Notwithstand- 
ing the eloquence and persistence display- 
ed by Mr. Bartlett, expiaining the import- 
ance of the proposed extension of the rural 
free delivery system in his district, he 
failed to have a favorable impression on 
@ither of them. Both of these officers 
frankly told Judge Bartlett that in view 
of the recent developments ig connection 
with the mismanagement of the rural free 
delivery system under Mr, Machen, all 
orders previously issued to take effect 
July 1 are held up, and there is no means 
of estimating when, if ever, seme of 
these orders will go into effect. 

Did Not Like the Information. 

This was not gratifying -intelligence: te 
the representative of the Macon district, 
but he was satisfied with the statement 
of Postmaster General Payne and Mr. 
Bristow, that the pending investigation 
of the rural free delivery service has 
developed the fact that the routes have 
been established at considerable expense 
to the government, which are neither 
demanded nor justified by existing condi- 
tions. He was informed that in some 
instances immediate relatives of certain 
representatives had been appointed spe- 
cial inspectors to locate and establish 
rural] free delivery routes in which cer- 
tain legislators were directly interested. 

Since the investigation commenced re- 
ports are being daily received at the 
postoffice department from newly as- 
signed inspectors stating in some cases 
that routes have been established in New 
England, in the west, and in the south, 
where there is practically no demand or 
justification for the establishment of 
such service, 

This condition of affairs is exceedingly 
embarrassing to Representative Bartlett 
and his associates of the house, who have 
already. selected persons expected to be 
appointed to the rural deliveries ser- 
ice, during the coming month. 

Wil] Cut Them Down. 

Postmaster General Payne says that 
instead of increasing the rural delivery 
Service the possibilities are that it will 
be materially curtailed in all directions. 
Representative Bartlett had several com- 
panions in disappointment at the 
postoffice department today in Repre- 
sentatives Livingston, of Georgia; 
Underwood and Richardson, of Ala- 
bama; Wadsworth, of New York, and 
Representative Griggs, chairman of the

It is alleged that the letters pat- 
ent which the German company obtain- 
eli from the United States goyernment are 
ijilegal and void, and that they did not 
vest in the company the exclusive right 
of making. using and yending phenacetin 
in this country, Defendant denied that 
he had had notice of alleged infringement 
of the patent, and denies that he sells or 
threatens to sell said compound.

4886 and 4920, of the revised statutes of 
the United States. He alleges that when 
the patent was applied for a full de- 
scription of the invention or discovery 
did not accompany it, and that the de- 
scription given was, for the purpose of 
deception, made to contain less than the 
whole truth; it being alleged that there 
is another compound which can be made 
by exactly the same formula as that 
given by the Farbenfakriken company 
when they went to patent the invention. 
It is alleged that the company makes all 
its products outside the Upited. States, 
and that the patent laws were not design- 
ed to give aliens a monopoly in matters 
of this sort. Defendant states that all 
or nearly all of the phenacetin he used 
was purchased from L. J. Fulmer, of 
Detroit, Mich, and that the company has 
already proceeded against Fulmer and has 
recovered, and‘has relieved him from all 
liability. It ig alleged that this should re- 
lieve persons who bought the product 
from Fulmer of any liabiilty.

TEXTILE MEN 
ARE ON STRIKE 


In Philadelphia $0,000 Op- 
eratives are Now Idle, 


Principal Demands Are for iF fty-five 
Hour Week and a Ten Per Cent 
Increase in Pay in All De- 
partments of the 
Mills. 


Philadelphia, June 1.—A general strike 
of textile manufacturers was inaugurat- 
ed in this city today, involving about 90,- 
000 operatives. Of the 600 firms engaged 
in the textile industry here, forty-seyen 
have granted the demands of the union, 
and their plants, employing about 15,000 
Operatives, are tm eperation. All of the 
sixty-three ingrafn carpet mills are idle, 
affecting directly 3,000 weavers and 10,000 
nands in diffgrent. departments. The dy- 
ers, who are said to control the situation, 
are on a strike, with the exception of 
those of the Berkshire mills in the nerth- 
eastern section of*the city which has 
conceded the fifty-five-hour week and in- 
creased wages of the men from $12 to $13 
a week. 

The ingrain carpet weavers are ask- 
ing, besides the fifty-five-hour week, a 10 
per cent increase in wages. 

The mill of John and James Dobgon, 
employing 2,000, was closed indefinitely 
today. The workmen were notified that 
they could return to work at the present 
rate of wages, otherwise the mill would 
remain closed. 

Thirty-nine branches of fhe trade are 
affected by the strike and the capital in- 
vested in the mills is estimated at $1,- 
000,000. The daily loss will amount to $125,- 
000. The manufacturers admit that the 
operatives are in a position to close all 
the mills not granting thelr demands. 
This is due principally to the importance 
of the dyers’ branch of the industry. 

Their work is of q character not gen- 
erally understood or readily learned, and 
while the dyers continue on strike the 
mills must remain idle, no matter what 
the other textile workers might do, 

A member of the manufacturers’ execu- 
tive committee said: 

“The large manufacturers are a unit 
almost in opposing these demands to the 
extent of keeping their mills shut for a 
year, if necessary, and as this is the de- 
cision, there is no particular need of 
making any moves,”’ 

Have Returned to Work. 

Lowell, Mass., June 1—The gates of the 
Massachusetts, Merrimack, Bootes, Tre- 
mont and Suffolk, Hamilton and Apple- 
ton cotton mills, which have been closed 
for nine weeks by reason of labor trouble, 
were open today. The Lawrence mills, 
which were partly closed, also resumed. 
Only about 4,000 operatives responded out 
of about 18,000 who had been idle. 

President Conroy, of the Textile Asso- 


ciation, said that reports from meetings 
held by the various unions indicated that 
90 per cent of the skilled organized help 
went into the mills. All the mill agents 
say that the response of the operatives is 
satisfactory.

Dut the Gun Was Accidentally 
Discharged by a Sent, 


Judge Redwine Charges the Jury at 
Jackson, Ky.—He Dwells on the 
Many Crimes That Have 
Been Committea in 
Breathitt County. 


-__ - 


Jackson, Ky., June 1.—When the regu- 
lar term of circuit court convened with 
Judge Redwine on the bench, Sheriff Cal- 
lahan and five deputies were sworn in. 
The twenty men summoned for the regu- 
lar grand jury were called and only nine 
responded. The other places were filled 
by standers summoned by Callahan. 
Judge Redwine, in instructing the grand 
jury, saiq Breathitt cointy was full of 
crime and has had few convictions. He 
sald: 

“I have never believed that homicides 
should be tried by a jury from the vi- 
cinity of the crime, but it is the law, 
and that must be followed. 

“There has been but one hanging in 
the history of: Breathitt county out of 
the many trials for murder. There are 
Some cases in this court that I will not 
risk with a Breathitt county jury, but 
will go outside for jurors.”’ 

Judge Redwine undoubtedly referred to 
the Jett and White cases. He made a 
strong plea for the jury to stop the sell- 
ing of whisky and carrying of concealed 
weapons as well as greater crimes. 

“There is enough crime in this county 
to hold court the year round and then 
not convict all amenable to law. This 
jury may be called upon to further in- 
vestigate the cases in which indictments 
were found last week by a special grand 
jury.”’ 

The judge advised the jurors, especially 
in whisky cases, to write out the evidence 
of witnesses and have them sign the tes- 
timony and file it with the indictments. 

When the petit jurors were called, 22 
responded, and Sheriff Callahan suni- 
moned two bystanders to complete the 
pane. 

A great commition was created in the 
court room by the accidental dischargo 
of the rifle of a sentry outside the court 
house, who was loading his gun prepara- 
tory to going on duty. The bullet struck 
the wall of the court house without In- 
juring any one. Colonel Williams im- 
mediately ordered the soldier under ar- 
rest. 

The cases were called in the regular 
order and the charges of illegal Nquor 
selling were first taken up. The Jett 
and White cases come up later. 

Curtis Jett and Thomas White were 
brought into court today by soldiers and 
turned over to Sheriff Callahan for trial. 
The attorneys on both sides were pres- 
ent to consider the appointment of an- 
other elisor for this term of court, as 
Sheriff Callahan does not want to act 
and the term of Elisor Charles J. Little 
expired with the special term of court 
Saturday night. 

Court reconvened at 1:30 p. m. Com- 
monwealth Attorney Byrd stated that 
he and the defense had failed to agree 
on another elisor in the Jett and White 
cases and notified the court that he 
would file a petition to have the cases 
passed until tomorrow, which was done. 
Curtis Jett was arraigned on the charge 
of murdering James Cockrill. His case 
was also passed till tomorrow when a 
change of venue will be asked.

Lively Time at a Meeting of 
Augusta Council 


During Discussion of a’ Resolution 
Eve Calls Eliis a Liar—After 
the Meeting They Exchanged 
Blows in the Council 
Chamber.

Quiet followed, the Ellis resolution went 
over under Eve's ‘objection, and the 
meeting proceeded. 

But no sooner had adjournment been 
declared than Eve walked over to Ellis 
and without parleying words planted a 
blow in his face with his fist. -Ellis 
promptly returned with another and 
there was a lively scrap in progress be- 
fore the other councilmen realized it. 

In a moment, however, the chief of po- 
lice and members of council seized the 
combatants and separated them, Both 
bore marks. of the encounter on their 
faces, but neither was seriously hurt. 

The affair was a complete Surprise, as 
nobody realized why there should have 
been such feeling over the resolution or 
why there should be objection to its im- 
mediate passage.

CONVICT GOODS | 
ARE NOT BARRED 


Judge Lumpkin Holds City’s 
Ordinance To Be 
legal. 


The handiwork of convicts may be 
used, despite the city’s ordinance, in cer- 
tain public improvements now contem- 
plated in Atlanta. 

Judge Lumpkin has ruled that the or- 
dinance which seéeKs to prevent the use 
of such material is unconstitutional and 
void and that the recent contract entered 
into between the city of Atlanta and the 
Chattahoochee Brick Company is bind- 
ing on the city whether the brick com- 
pany supplies’ the city with brick molded 
by the hands of convicts or whether their 
makers were freemen in the good graces 
Of the state. 

This was his decision in the _ suit 
brought by the Chattahoochee Brick 
Company to force the city to accept its 
(the company’s) bid in answer to an 
advertisement for bids for brick to be 
used in public improvements. 

The case grew out of an attempt on 
the part of the city government to compel 
the brick company to insert in its con- 
tract that no materials made by convicts 
were to be supplied under the contract— 
the demand of the city being in pursu- 
ance of the Key ordinance of Noyember 
27, 1902. 

This ordinance makes it incumbent on 
all persons entering into contracts with 
the city to specify in their agreements 
that no convict made material is to be 
used. in the building or material fur- 
nished to the city. .No reference to this 
Ordinance was made in the advertise- 
ment for bids under which the Chatta- 
hoochee Brick Company submitted a 
sealed proposal, 

However, when the time came for the 
Signing of the contract the brick com- 
pany was presented with a contract form 
which set out that none of the material 
to be furnished was to be made by 
convicts. The company refused to sign 
this kind of an agreement and the city 
government thereupon declined to let 
them have the contract. Hence the suit 
brought by the brick company. 

Ellis, Wimbish & Ellis and Spencer R. 
Atkinson represent the brick company 
and James L. Mayson, the city attorney, 
represented the city. It is understood 
that the case will not be appealed. 

Judge Lumpkin, in ruling on the case, 
declined to force the city of Atlanta to 
execute its contract, but enjoined the 
city from forcing the brick company to 
sign the contract not to supply the con- 
vict-made goods. In part, Judge Lump- 
kin said: 

“So long as the state sees proper to 
hire the convicts to persons engaged in 
making brick, and to treat such use of 
them as lawful, how can the right to use 
and dispose of the products of such la- 
bor be denied to the lessee, or partially 
denied to it by discriminating against it 
on that ground? The right to use convict 
labor for the purpose for which they were 
hired, and to use and disposé of «he prod- 
ucts of such labor, is) incident to the 
contract of hiring, unless limited by the 
contract itself or under reservations in 
pre-existing laws.”’

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GOVERNOR THINKS FRANCHISES 
SHOULD REACH $20, 000,000 7 


By Jos: Obl. Z ; 


Governor Terrell believes that the new 
franchise tax law should add $20,000,000 
to the total of taxable property in’ the 


state for the first year, and that this sum. 


will be considerably ipcreased each suc- 
ceeding year. 

He figures this as net increase in the 
returns from railroads and other corpora- 
tions affected by the law, and regards it 
a conservative estimate, 

There is no disposition on the part of 
the state authorities to hit the corpora- 
tions unduly hard at the start. 

“We only want to do the fair thing by 
the state,” said the governor yesterday. 
“It is not pur purpose to use the new 
law as a club to ipjure any of the corpora- 
tions liable to the tax. In all the fgur- 
ing which Comptroller General Wright 
and I have done we have aimed at secur- 
ing a result which will not embarrass the 
properties affected. It is our idea tomake 
the assessments as low as is consistent 
with the provisions of the law. so as to 


permit the compares to adjust them- | 


selves to the new conditions. In my judg- 
ment, the assessment will be considerably 
heavier another year; but I believe the 
railroad franchises ought to reach a total 
of $20,000,000 the first yvear.”’ 


Comptroller General Wright will make 
his assessments on three of thg big gys- 
tems some time today. These are the 
Southern railway. the Atlantic Coast Line 
and the Atlanta and West Pofnt. 
conducting negotiations with the Georgia 
Southern and Florida, go it is not likely 
that these assessments will be made until 
next week. It is possible that an agree- 
ment may be reached in one or more of 
these cases. 

The president of one of these corpora- 
tions, in talking with the goyernor re- 
cently, suggested that the right way to 
get at the value of the frayghise is to 
get the total value of the property by fig- 
uring on the capitalization of net eargings 
at 6 per cent, then subtract from this the 
value of the tangible property, the balance 
being the value of the franchise. The 
governor said the state would be giad to 
accept such‘a valuation, giving the com- 
pany the benefit of the legal rate of 7 
per cent or even the contract rate of 8 
per cent. The governor had been doing 
a good deal of figuring, and he knew that 
this would put the franchise return of 
that company higher, even, than it had 
been, expected to assegs it. The president 
in question is to confer with the govern- 
or and comptroller general next week. 
If he adheres to his: proposition, a highly 
interesting chapter In franchise tax his- 
tory will be written then and there.

First and Third Infantry. Will 
Camp There 


Local Regiment Tu Go to Rome or 
Griffin—Dickering with Both 
Cities—City That Offers 
Greatest Inducements 
Will Be Selected. 


Augusta will get the First and Third 
regiments. Final announcement to this ef- 
fect was made after a conference which 
H. H. Cabaniss and Tom W. Loyless had 
with the governor yesterday morn- 
ing. The date of the encampment has 
not been definitely settled, but it will be 
July 7 or July & 

The destination of but one regiment is 
in doubt. That is the Fifth. Whether 
the local regiment will camp at Rome 
or Griffin will depend upon the induce- 
ments held out by the two cities. 

The cavalry, as heretofore announced, 
will camp at Savannah. 

Governor Terrell is endeavoring to in- 
duce the war department to send a bat- 
talion of regulars to camp at both Griffin 
and Augusta, and the indications are that 
this will be done, the regulars being there 
to act as modeis for the purpose of in- 
structing the state troops. 

Governor Favored Griffin. 

The governor believed that Griffin had 
a strong equity in its demand that all 
the troops be sent there, inasmuch as the 
permanent state camp ground had been 
located there; but the absolute necessity 
of bringing the total cost within the $25, - 
000 available necessitated the selection of 
Third regiments, especially when those 
cities nearer the bases of the First and 
cities were willing to contribute the sums 
necessary to cut the state’s expense and 
keep it within the limit fixed. 

When Mr. Cabaniss and Mr. Loyless 
called at the capitol yesterday, Governor 
Terrell went over the financial situation 
with then, showing them that in order to 
secure both the First and Third regi- 
ments it would be necessary for Augusta 
to contribute $1,000 for the raflroad fares 
of the First regiment from Savannah to 
Augusta and $300 for the transportation 
ef certain necessary camp equipment 
from Griffin. His visitors promptly guar- 
anteed that Augusta would do this. Mil- 
ledgeville was a strong bidder for the 
two regiments, but it was found that ‘to 
make an offer which to the state would 
be as good as Augusta's, the Baldwin 
county metropolis would have to put up 
$2,500 cash, which was clearly more than 
the encampment would be worth. So Au- 
gusta was selected. 

The Fifth’s Status. 

The Fifth regiment's portion of the 
fund is $2,250. Colone!l Anderson believes 
he will have 600 men in camp this year. 
The expense for transportation and sub- 
gistence will be considerably more than 
this, so the regimental officers are dick- 
ering with both Rome and Griffin, The 
regiment will go where it gets the best 
offer. 

Governor Terrell is being heartily con- 
gratulated by military men upon his 
success in arranging for the encampment 
this year. 

Heretofore but two regiments have 
been sent to camp each year, and that 
at a cost of about $10,000 each. This year 
he has worked things so as to send all 
five regiments of infantry and one regi- 
ment of cavalry, and all within the $23,- 
000 received from the government.

He represented himself 
as a single man and about eighteen 
months ago was married to Miss Brown, 

This morning a well dressed and hand- 
some woman of 23 called upon Mayor 
+ Smith for information by which she could 


mayor that Gunter, the young man who 
had lost his life at that plant, was her 
husband. Mayor Smith informed ‘the 
woman that Gunter had married a girl 
in Bast Macon and that the Macon wife 
had taken the body to Augusta for burial. 
The Atlanta woman lost no time in visit- 
ing the Willingham mills, where she 
claimed to be the lawful wife of Charles 
Gunter, at the same time laying claim 
to anything in the way of pay or dam- 
ages that might be coming to him. 

The Atlanta woman then visited the 
home of the Brown family in East Ma- 
con, but found no one there.

THEY RUSHED

Herd of Cattle Frightened by 
the Phosphorescent

Follow- 
ing The Chronicle’s more favorable tel- 
egraphic advices of Friday evening last. 
reporting that crop conditions both ih 
Texas and Alabama had shown  con- 
siderable improvement during the week, 
came to hand today reports of rains and 
floods in Arkansas, and that rains have 
been too severe, notwithstanding the 
great benefits that has taken place in 
some parts, as embodied in the recent 
Chronicle report, Another encouraging 
feature making its appearance in today’s 
general news was the statement that 
Lowell mills started -up this morning 
very satisfactorily. There was a good de- 
mand for the late positions during the 
first trading hour this morning, brought 
about by the very unfavorable weather 
cenditions with heavy rains in the south- 
west and unseasonable weather. Low 
temperatures were recorded generally 
over the cotton belt. While trading was 
active in the distant options, the sum- 
mer months were virtually neglected. 
There is at present considerable diver- 
sion Of opinions on_the cotton market. 
Ai this stage we think that the argu- 
ments of both sides are entitled to con- 
sideration, The shorts claim that the ex- 
treme advance we have experienced was 
speculative, while the longs, posing as 
the students of the cotton situation, have 
backed their judgment on developments 
of daily occurrence for months past, 
which they believed could not prove but 
disastrous to the growing crop.

Bruce, Jones & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 


New York, June 1.—There was a general 
dullness surrounding today’s market 
which was caueed in a large measure by 
the holiday in Liverpool. The general 
tendency of the local market, however, 
was rather firm. Opening prices were 3 
points lower to 6 points higher, and for 
the balance of the session the tendency

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6,000 bales, against 1.130 last year, while 
for the week the ports were estimated at 
30,000 baleS, Against 32.912 last week and 
21,085 last year. At the close the under- 
tone was quite firm.
